••  That  the  Progress  Club  of  Vancouver  heartily 
and  unanimousl.v  endorses  the  project  known  as  the 
Dominion  House  on  the  Aldwych  Site  in  London, 
and  recommend  that  the  trade  and  professional 
organisations,  provinces,  depandencles  and 
Dominions  of  the  Empire  support  it  in  every  pos- 
sible way  on  the  grounds  set  forth  by  Lord  Grey, 
that  It  would  enable:  (1)  The  Governments  of  the 
self-governing  Dominions  and  of  the!r  States  and 
provinces  to  concentr?te  on  one  central  site  their 
offices,  now  widely  distributed  in  different  parts  of 
London.  (2)  The  attention  of  the  home  consumsr 
to  be  effectively  and  'npresslvely  focussed  on  the 
products  of  the  Dominions  Oversea.
